Such a ta*e ii now before ua — a caat 
in which not the mere comforti, but tba 
tital mceaaitiei, of arvrral ihuuaandi of 
our feltow-coloDiili are deeply invulted. 
We allude to the appeal recently made to 
the bead of the Uovrrnment by the i-i ha- 
bitant! of Farraniaila, un the lubjecl of 
Iheir deititulmn uf wholcaome water. 
Tba it proceeding! in public meeting hart 
lift" reported from lime to time ia Ifaii 
journal ; and the able report drawn up by 
the H*v. Mr. Cunt, on the meani of 
procuring an adequate inpply of the pure 
element, baa alw been publrabed in our 
eulurani. The gnevapt* appeared to 
m tr> hare been ao clear iy proved, aa 
well ai the practicability of it. removal 
at a comparatiiely trilling eipeaae, that 
■ e could nut fur one moment duubt that 
Ihr appeal would met I with prompt and 
liberal confide ration. And when wa per- 
ceived by tbe tiovupoa i Financial Mel- 
aagr of the loth matant. thai, under the 
bead of ' Public Woaks,' the lum of 
afliOO had been added to Lbe eatitnat* 
aubmitUrd by baa predeceavor, we at tinea 
concluded thai an inotalrncnt of ibeamourit 
aaked for on behalf of the Parrmmaita 
water-trorki would be fuund amongitthe

The enquiry ha. uul, however, ,top]>rd 
ihortat the deraumtiuiun of the griev- 
ance : it ha* luught out and ditcuvered 
an eflectuat and inexjiensivt veniedy 
Through the kind ci)-uperatiun of the re- 
verend genllemnn uhtiM nanir 1 ne have 
before mentioned, it baa been ajcrrtainrd 
that thoir exteniive ravines in the neigh- 
iHiiirhood of the Uiwn, called the North 
Rircki, conilaullj sbound wilh excellent 
water, nol only amply .iifn'i.ietil for all 
the rouuirernentii of ParramJlta, but 
11 enough tu lujiply the whole county uf 
Cumberland for a hundred year*." It ia 
estimated, that the cou uf cumtructiiig a 
permanent reservoir in Ihii locality, and 
uf laving down pipei fur the conveyance 
of water thence into the town, would nol 
eit-eed alii hi £!t)l)l). And tu thu extent 
the inhabitants liave Hilicitrd aid from the 
general revenue. Leading it tu the proper 
aulhuiities In grnnt the motley either at 
uuce, or in Itvo or rnnrr nnniiiil inital- 
menti, and tu direct ita eitpt:iidtttire aa 
they may judge bi-it. 

And is the claim unreasonable t Con- 
liderinrr I tie? urgent nrceaiiliri uf the rase, 
and the total absence uf any lucal re- 
venue! for meeting it, the mull rigurous 
econumiita of our public funiln could 
■carc ly hesitate to concede: the relief im- 
plored. But the Piinamatta people can 
appeal, and ,-,>„ appeal with jnat emphuia, 
10 preiedenta direclly in point. To aay 
nothing of (he Bushy Tunnel, by w hich 
water i. no abundantly supplied lei our 
metrop tlia, and which coit the Goiern- 
ment rairr £3tl,0U<l, they refer to Liver- 
pool and Camp be II town, upon which va- 
rinm large «inna uf iiiuiiey have been er- 
perided fur thil purpns* out uf the colo- 
nial revenue ; whihl il ia in evidence fhaj 
upon farraiiiatti nothing nhatever has been 
expended fur inch a purpuae within the 
bjtt twenty vran. And they juiily argue 
lhat a. they runtribute (o Ihe revenue a 
much larger prupurlion than either of 
Ihoie provincial towni, they have in 
thu particular not been equitably 
treated. 

Altogether, this appear! to us to be one 
of the clearest case, of local grieyaaca 
ever brought under the notice of our co- 
lonial Government, and one uf the 
strongest local claims ever urged upon the 
Colonial Treaittry. And ihould Hti 
ciLLEscr feel indopuied, at ao early a 
atage;uf hit admim.tration, to place upon 
the estimate! a sum which may seem to 
him large for a merely local object, w. 
hope the Cuuncil will relieve His Ex car.

lie did lint entirely attach blame to lb* Judge*, 
or indeed to any part of the ptofeaalaa oa *c- 
eeani of thin ; but he thought coneiderible 
aim had long rained in the lyatem punued 
by the Bjct utiro with ngird to tha tubject— 
in wiihlng, in ordii to abate lornn tuea that 
wen lightly fell, to irapote the moil grieeoua 
tu of all-* t» upon jut tin. It bad, in- 
deed, been a will- known firouriu principle of 
the late gftitiammt to make t«rry department 
for the adminlttraiion of jutilee not mtly pay 
for ilaelf ; but, to lub an cateot had thia cor- 
rupt I'linclple gone, that at pieaent fee* of tht 
Supreme Conn on rend the rrpeneea of the 
whoUt of the civil and criminal judicature of 
tba oniony, lit treated, therefore, that the 
aaoet taarabine Inrjijiry would be made. Ha 
wan not aangnine thai the amalgamation of tha 
twa braucbaa of the profeeiioQ would cretta 
ant great decreets in eiptruve ; bnt tho inbjoct 
might be looked Into, lie ahould theiFfort 
tuppctt the motion. 

Mr WSNTWOUTH aeieed with the honor, 
thle number who ipoke lut, arid nith othma 
who had pr needed him, that the only war of 
dealing with ihii queation waa to liy it before 
a Select Comrnitiee, when the fnllcat enquiry 
night be made. Bat ha could not igtee that

country at large,— Ilia reduclinn of tW enor- 
inout legal chargot which at preterit obttioad. 
It from the report of tho Committee tbe

blinked. (Hear, hear.) It bad not 
been thewn what the ehargaa weald ba 
undar tbe propoaed change of ayttarra. At a 
tupport of bit poaition, indatd, the honorablt 
rnd learned member had foTouxed tha Houae 
with a variety of billa of toe!*, to proet tht 
enormity of tho charge* at they at preterit 
ttand- The fkrat of that* bill* of eoet wa* io a 
criminal matter, and imrrtintid to AW ; and of 
thi* ti went to the litomtr, and jCO to the 
barriitcr, Tbe neitwa* alia of a criminal 
proceeding, and amounted tu £t£, and from 
the amount of lb* bill it mutt bn tapacted the 
alaault, whioh wa* defended, waa a cam of 
oanaiderable importance. To piore tail, on 
looking orcr the bill of ootla. he found the de- 
fendant wa* to much alarmed, ihii three 
couriael were retained.

Now what did that* 
ctaat prote f Did thej ptoro thil the 
fen to berrielert had been tacttltrt, or thlt it 
had bean the attorney* by whom the country 
bid been plundered, la what way then would 
ihii Gill, which waa to allow barriatera la 
priotiti at attorneyi, better the condition of tht 
country * Wa* not iht I ma object of the 
Bill rather thtt the honorable tad learned 
member waa in little tauined with the pi. .lilt 
of hi* protection, that he wiahed in there thote 
nf the other branch.
